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Retired Bogs Have Future in Focus

The plan to restore the 57 acres of retired 
cranberry bogs off of Acushnet Road in Mattapoisett to 
something approaching their pre-agriculture state has 
traction. 

On Tuesday afternoon, neighbors and potential 
recreational users were invited by Buzzards Bay Coalition 
and the Town of Mattapoisett to a public gathering for an 
update on the plan to bring back the Mattapoisett Bogs 
property to its former wildlife status and augment that 
with an improved, outdoor education and recreational 
access. 

"We're getting closer to finalizing the conceptual 
design," said Brendan Annett, the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition's vice president of watershed protection. "It's 
just gotten to this point where... now we have an updated 
design." 

Tuesday's presentation out at the Mattapoisett 
Bogs comes after a number of public meetings about the 
project on property acquired several years ago. According 
to Annett, the project's contractor is preparing designs to 
obtain permits to restore wetlands. 

When the bogs were retired in 2012, Decas 
Cranberry company enrolled in a program run by 
the US Department of Agriculture Natural Resources 
Conservation Service that retires agricultural operations 
in wetlands. The USDA carries on such work in other 
parts of the country in crop fields, floodlands, and 
wetlands. 

The resulting easement stipulating that the 
Mattapoisett Bogs can no longer be farmed led to a 
transfer of ownership of the now-restricted property 
to Buzzards Bay Coalition with the requirement with 
that the bogs be restored to wetland. Once permitting is 
secured at the state and local levels this winter. Buzzards

Bay Coalition will regrade the site. 

"We collected a lot of data on groundwater... 
we're trying to reconnect the land with the hydrology 
- with the water," said Annett, who has worked for the 
coalition the last 12 years. "We're basically regrading it to 
a natural-like wetland." 

Benefits will include flood storage, wildlife 
habitat, and maintenance of recreational elements 
including trails at the site. Annett said the design will lay 
out trails in a similar pattern so users can enjoy the view 
of the marshes and the swamps. Partial trail closures are 
expected while work is being done, but it is hoped the 
public can stay connected to this natural resource through 
the transition period. 

"The goals are to improve ecological function. 

The ditches and canals dug (for cranberry bogs) on the 
site function to convey water but require management. 
The bogs no longer have a purpose so the water will be 
utilized for maintaining these wetlands," said Annett. 
"(The project) supports fish and wildlife, restores water 
flows, and infiltrates the groundwater." 

While the bogs needed watering and 
maintenance, their impaired infrastructure will be

restored to an extent that such functions can be naturally 
sustainable. 

Buzzards Bay Coalition is working with GZA 
Engineering. The design will also reflect input emanating 
from an April 2019 public meeting, including trail links, 
water quality, and wildlife habitat. Annett said the 
coalition has been working with the Town of Mattapoisett 
"since the beginning" of the effort. 

The project will be funded by the USDA-NRCS 
and three state agencies, the Division of Ecological 
Restoration, the Recreational Trails program, and the 
Environmental Trust. 

Annett says there is a similar project currently 
in progress along the Weweantic River, and expects 
in the case of Mattapoisett Bogs that over the course 
of permitting the coalition will achieve a better 
understanding by then how to manage public access to 
the property.

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His anxiety fuels his work ethic and commitment, not 
allowing him to become content. His neuroses have 
served him well. 

I'm not a fan of the whatever-works principle 
because, although constant anxiety may for example 
be a viable means to an end, it may also make for a 
miserable life. To be single minded and driven might 
bring success, but it often comes with a price. Perhaps it's 
a decent tradeoff for the Nobel Peace Prize winners and 
Olympic medalists, but the average person doesn't enjoy 
the million-dollar contracts and endorsements to offset 
the panic attacks and surplus of anxiety. It's great to get 
accepted to Yale Law School, but not with a peptic ulcer. 

The thrill of victory and the agony of defeat are 
two sides of the same coin. Even fear of failure and the 
excitement of an athletic challenge aren't so very different. 
A healthy dose of anxiousness can be helpful, but you 
don't need to be a tortured soul or running from personal 
demons for general fitness. It's easy to get stuck in the 
weeds of intrinsic motivation versus extrinsic motivation 
and human performance, but in this case it's just more 
appropriate to listen to your mother: "Go outside and 
play." 

One of the best pieces of advice that I ever 
received was: "Normie! When you're having fun, your 
training goes good." It sounded a lot more profound 
delivered angrily from one of my old training partners 
with his Minnesota accent, but regardless of the bad

grammar or the accent, he was absolutely right.

The issue was whether or not a condominium 
complex that had been permitted as an age-related 
subdivision with all the waivers and consensus therein 
needed to meet Zoning and Planning Board regulations 
could amend conditions - in this case, to allow someone 
under 55 to reside at the complex. 

In 2016, Cheryl Martin and her husband Brian 
Porter received permission from the Mattapoisett Landing 
condominium board of trustees granting Porter, who at 
the time was not yet 55, to remain as a resident of the 
complex. 

In a follow-up on September 12 with Mattapoisett 
Landing board of directors, chairman Arthur Layton, he 
said, "the trustees reached an agreement; we wanted to 
find a way to solve the matter amicably." He said that 
the board considered many aspects of Martin's request 
to grant her husband residency, especially given that, 

"By the time it went through court he'd probably be 55." 
Layton said the board simply wanted to find a "friendly 
basis to resolve the matter." 

But the Zoning Board of Appeals was brought 
into the equation when the Building Department was 
informed of the agreement between Martin, Porter, and 
the trustees. A cease and desist order was filed against 
Porter. Speaking on behalf of the town at that time, 
then-Town Administrator Mike Gagne defended the 
town's position that the development had residency 
age-restrictions and that the developer had received 
significant "concessions" to build the cluster compound 
based on those restrictions. The Special Permit was

denied. 

A press release received by The Wanderer on 
September 11 reads in part: .. the Town has received 
a decision granting a motion to dismiss from the 
Massachusetts Commission on Discrimination." The 
motion was in reference to a complaint filed by Cheryl 
Martin and Brian Porter regarding the 55-and-over age 
requirement for residents of the Mattapoisett Landing 
Condominiums. 

Since its inception, the Mattapoisett Landing 
Condominium development was granted a permit by the 
Mattapoisett Planning Board with specific restrictions. 

The board procedurally conditioned the project to be 
developed with a 55-and-over age requirement in order to 
allow for a higher density of condominiums than would 
normally be allowed under the existing overly zoning for 
the area. 

The town was informed that one tenant residing 
in the development did not meet the mandatory age 
restriction. In response, the town's zoning-enforcement 
officer issued a cease-and-desist order (under the 
conditions of the Mattapoisett Planning Board Special 
Permit) to the individual in violation. Litigation involving 
both parties ensued. 

The United States Land Court, in a separate 
decision dated July 2017, upheld the town's cease-and- 
desist order, and the tenant, who was in violation with 
the mandatory age restriction, was forced to vacate the 
development. 

In her decision, MCAD Commissioner Sunila

Anonymous Complaints Leave 
Town's Hands Tied 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

In what could go down as the shortest Board 
of Selectmen public meeting in the history of the town, 
Mattapoisett's selectmen met for just about five minutes 
on September 15 to discuss a complaint their office had 
received. 

Well, discuss may be a stretch; the board actually 
didn't discuss the complaint or the alleged infraction in 
any detail, instead Chairman Paul Silva emphasized the 
importance of openness. "We cannot discuss the matter 
because the person didn't leave their name," he said. 

When the town was crafting its return to opening 
businesses in the wake of the COVID-19 pandemic, the 
selectmen considered what to do if complaints were lodged 
against businesses that were not complying with the 
wearing of masks and distancing. At that time they agreed 
that any complaints from the public would have to include 
the source's name and contact information - anonymous 
complaints could not be folio wed-up. They concluded 
that it was unfair to the business in question to investigate 
complaints otherwise. 

"The complaint is for a restaurant, (about) a worker 
not wearing a mask and maybe someone getting takeout 
not wearing a mask," Silva said. He confirmed that the rule 
regarding restaurant workers is that they must wear a mask 
at all times and that customers waiting for food or to be 
seated must wear a mask. 

"Really, anyone making a complaint about anything 
should leave their name and address," Silva stated. 

Silva then announced that the board would be 
adjourning and going into Executive Session regarding a 
legal matter. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for Tuesday, September 22, at 6:30 
pm.

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ZBA Mourns Loss of Member David Bramley 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Members of the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
were shocked and saddened to learn that member David 
Bramley had passed away on September 2 at age 72. 

Chairperson Christina Frangos made a statement 
on behalf of the ZBA at the board's September 10 Zoom 
meeting: "We're saddened by his passing. I only knew 
David for the year or so that I've been on the board, but 
he was certainly very engaged, asked helpful, really 
probing questions, and really had the town's best interests 
at heart at all times. He really was a wonderful member 
of this board and we're going to miss him. I want to thank 
him publicly for his service and tell his family that we're 
keeping them in our thoughts and prayers." 

Originally from Woburn, Bramley was a graduate 
of Tufts University (1969) with an MBA from Babson 
College. According to his Linkedln page, he most recently 
worked as a senior environmental engineer at Green Seal 
Environmental Inc. based in Sagamore Beach. Bramley 
was scheduled to serve until June 30, 2023. 

On a more positive note, Marion Building 
Commissioner / Zoning Officer Scott Shippey announced 
the birth of his granddaughter Harlow. "We wear our 
masks when we hold her and are all washed up," he said 
of his visits to Plymouth, where Harlow lives. 

On another positive note, Jim Ryba made his first 
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appearance as a member of the ZB A. Ryba, originally 
from the area, worked in law enforcement and lived 
in New Hampshire until retirement and his return to 
Marion. Ed Hoffer, the chairperson of the Marion Board 
of Health, was also approved by the Board of Selectmen 
to join the ZB A, but had yet to be sworn in as of the 
September 10 meeting and did not attend. 

Frangos said the ZBA would like Town Counsel 
to provide new members with a summary document to 
be a handy reference for common practice and procedural 
questions. Shippey assured Frangos that the effort is 
underway. 

Three cases were on the September 10 agenda, 
two of which were heard and both presented by engineer 
David Davignon from Schneider, Davignon & Leone on 
behalf of the applicants. 

In Case #778, applicants Patrick Fischoeder and 
Allison M. O'Neil sought a Special Permit to replace a 
home previously destroyed by fire with a new single¬ 
family dwelling at 498B Point Road. The property 
boarders Blankenship Cove to the west and residential 
properties in other directions. The former house and a 
cottage on the property have been demolished. 

The new structure will measure 35 feet high, and 
coverage of the lot will shrink from 4.4 percent to 3.2 
percent. "We cannot meet the current zoning setbacks, 
but we can improve on the historical, non-complying 
setbacks," said Davignon. "In a nutshell, we're requesting 
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a Special Permit to reconstruct a non-conforming structure 
to replace a non-conforming structure" outside the flood 
zone. 

Frangos cited the fact that the Board of Health had 
already approved the septic design on July 21 and offered 
no objection to granting the Special Permit. 

The new construction would sit slightly seaward 
of the former footprint, but remains a non-consequential 
356 feet inland while being farther away from the 
property lines than the old structure. 

Shippey introduced 230.61G Catastrophe Bylaw 
2 (house destroyed by fire), and relative to that bylaw 
Frangos noted that the proposal is well within the 
24-month limit. "I don't see any additional detriment 
to the town. Clearly, it's in nobody's interests to have a 
burned-down structure sitting there," she said. 

The members agreed. 

When public comment was invited and none 
given, the applicant said the neighbors have been 
informed. 

"The site already looks better than when the fire 
hit," said board member Cynthia Callow. "They have a 
lovely landscaping plan ... It has already improved the 
neighborhood, I would say." 

The ZBA voted to close the public hearing and 
voted to approve the Special Permit to the applicants. 

In Case #779, applicant Thomas C. Webster 
requested a Special Permit to tear down a 1930 house 
located at 34 Oakdale Avenue and construct a new, 
single-family dwelling that would bring the home into 
floodplain compliance. 

"The proposal before you will improve existing 
conditions," said Davignon, noting that the Marion 
Conservation Commission approved the project during its 
September 2 meeting. 

The old cottage falls within a flood zone on a lot 
45 feet wide and is vertically non-compliant by 6 feet, 
according to Davignon, who plans to replace it with a 
two-story, 264 square-foot cottage with a drive-under 
garage and will connect to town sewer. 

The building will be 34.5 feet high, and the first 
floor will be raised 8 feet higher than the former house. 
Davignon said his company worked on a similar design 
just down the hill from the one proposed at 34 Oakdale 
Avenue. 

An abutter, Jim Crabtree, a 51-year resident, 
offered no objection to Davignon's plan. Davignon said 
the new home will be in line with two other homes but 
its 34.5-foot height will block no neighbor's view toward 
the water. Frangos noted that there is no Marion bylaw 
preventing the blocking of a neighbor's view. 

"Mattapoisett has a flurry of neighborhoods. 
Unfortunately, it does happen that a neighbor builds up 
where it blocks a view, but the neighbor has no rights to 
that view," said Davignon. 

The ZBA voted to close the public hearing, and 
then voted to award the Special Permit.

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Heron Cove LLC on Wareham Road requested to 
continue Case #775, and the ZB A continued the case to 
September 24 at 6:30 pm. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for Thursday, September 24. 

Enforcement Order Yields Results 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

After issuing an Enforcement Order to property 
owned by Christine Gibbons, 37 Water Street, for use 
of chemicals in a wetlands resource area, plans are 
being developed to remediate the damage. During the 
September 14 meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission, abutters Jeff Jordan and Chris Ketchel 
expressed their concerns regarding the type of 
remediation that will ensue and the length of time it will 
take to see results. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Mike King 
said that, given drought conditions, it could take up to a 
year to see greening results from new plantings along the 
stream that empties into the Town Beach across the street 
from the property in question. King went on to say that 
the property owner had hired Mark Manganello of LEC 
Environmental Consultants to produce a remediation 
plan calling Manganello "one of the best" in his field of 
expertise. 

Ketchel asked who was ultimately responsible 


for ongoing maintenance of the stream that originates just 
south of Route 6 as it meanders south through residential 
properties leading to the ocean. King did not directly 
respond to that question, instead saying that stones and 
rocks which Ketchel said were now falling into the stream 
could have become unstable due to drought conditions. 
Ketchel wondered aloud if the lack of vegetation 
could also be a contributing factor. King affirmed that 
conclusion as a possibility. He also assured Ketchel that 
the stream has to adequately flow so the commission 
would ensure that that is the case. King then asked the 
commission's agent, Liz Leidhold, to do an onsite review 
with Manganello. 

In other matters, filings that had previously been 
opened found closure when orders of conditions and 
requests for determination were finalized. Cases had 
been continued in an ongoing effort by the commission to 
ensure sufficient public discourse as the town continues 
its use of remote meeting platforms due to COVID-19 
restrictions. 

Craig Bovaird's Notice of Intent received an 
order of conditions for the construction of an addition 
to an existing residence located at 26R Pine Island Road. 
The project also includes the disruption of some 1,900 
square feet of resource area countered by 2,075 square 
feet of restoration area. Plans also include ongoing 
removal of invasive bamboo plantings. Part of the orders 
mandates annual reports on both the restoration area 
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and the bamboo removal, as well as the construction of a 
permanent barrier denoting the wetlands areas. 

Rich Ricco of Field Engineering, representing 
Norma Klein of 4 Indian Avenue, received an order 
of condition for an NOI that includes the razing of 
an existing garage, construction of a new garage, and 
several smaller renovations and site improvements to 
the dwelling. Ricco confirmed that all FEMA regulations 
would be adhered to, saying, "We feel we comply with 
FEMA for construction in a coastal storm flowage area." 

Representing several abutters was Brian Grady 
of G.A.F. Engineering, who said, "Most things have been 
addressed," referring to previously aired construction 
issues brought to light by his colleague Bill Madden. 
Grady continued, "We appreciate the revisions and the 
effort." 

Patrick and Lisa Matthews, Lot 507 Park Place, 
were once again represented by David Davignon or 
Schneider, Davignon, and Leone, Inc. for their NOI for 
the construction of a new single-family home. Hearing no 
objections from the public on this previously continued 
filing, the project was conditioned. 

An RDA requested by Brian and Patricia O'Neill 
for 11 Mechanic Street also drew no public comment when 
first opened and subsequently continued, thus the project 
which includes the construction of a 22x25.5-foot garage 
and 10-foot addition received a negative determination of 
applicability. 
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Continued once again was the NOI filed by 
Kathleen and William Sylvia, 41 Cove Street, for the 
construction of a home on a barrier beach. Consulting 
engineer Richard Charon, representing the applicants, 
said that he has been studying the issue of beach 
resiliency as defined by the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection and Massachusetts Building 
Codes. He said he believes that the Massachusetts 
Building Codes establish criteria for building in coastal 
zone areas. However, King questioned the need to bring 
100 yards of fill onto the site. 

Charon explained that the design included a 
building-up of dunes as had been done on adjacent 
properties, adding that the beach association needs to 
look at beach nourishment overall. When King asked 
about seagrasses to stabilize the fill, Charon said more fill 
would allow more grass plantings. Charon also pointed 
to the fact that the DEP did not offer any guidance on fill 
other than through narratives on means of construction. 
He said a grain-size analysis would be done to ensure 
compatibility with site conditions. The hearing was 
continued until September 28. 

Two RDA filings earlier in the proceedings 
received negative determinations of applicability. Those 
filings were from Kevin LeBlanc for 34 Brandt Beach 
Avenue for the construction of a 26x24 square foot 
addition, and. Jay and Julie Duker, 112 Aucoot Road, for 
the addition to an existing family dwelling and relocation 
of its septic system. A request to amend an existing order 
of conditions for minor modifications was granted to 
Monarch Trust for property located at Lot 50 Pine Street. 

Final business for the evening was approval 
to Saunders Funeral Home for tree trimming and 
maintenance in and around detention ponds and drainage 
features, and, approval to David Mclntire to dig test pits 
for soil studies at 7-17 County Road. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
September 28, at 6:30 pm.

Rochester Conservation Commission

Though the members of the Rochester 
Conservation Commission had little new business 
come before them during their September 15 meeting, 
they addressed several outstanding requests relating to 
projects that have been continued from meetings earlier in 
the year. 

Stephen Meltzer of Edgewood Development 
Company, LLC addressed the commission with the hope 
of receiving an Extension Permit for the work associated 
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with the Connet Woods Development. The Order of 
Conditions initially submitted in 2007 was set to expire in 
August of 2020. 

Meltzer started his discussion with Conservation 
Agent Laurell Farinon to apply for a Certificate of 
Compliance for the work that has already been completed 
on the site. Meltzer received a partial COC for his work 
back in April. After continued discussions with Farinon, 
Meltzer began steps to apply for an extension for the 
Order of Conditions on the project, as there are still three 
lots on the site that have yet to be developed. 

While the application called for a three-year 
extension to the order of conditions, Meltzer explained 
that he will likely have completed the work in a year's 
time. At that point, he will come before the commission 
to request a completed COC with the commission's 
conditions for the project. 

Farinon explained that the request for an 
extension of a project should be treated as if it were 
a new filing so that the commission has a sufficient 
understanding of what was done on the site and what 
still needs to be completed. "We are advised by the 
(state Department of Environmental Protection) to treat 
extension as new filings and really review the project to 
make sure work being done is in compliance with the 
commission's conditions." 

Brian Grady came before the commission on 
behalf of Decas Cranberry Company to request two 
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certificates of compliance for work completed on Mary's 
Pond Road. The proposed work initially involved the 
reconstruction and improvement of 13 acres of cranberry 
bogs with some work being done in buffer zones to 
bordering wetlands. The scale of the project was scaled 
back from the set of plans originally submitted in 1998 
and only involved improvement to 9 acres of bogs. 

Grady previously met the commission, seeking 
the same certificate, but opted to continue his request 
after the commission suggested he receive a signed letter 
from an engineer stating that any work that had been 
done on the site was within the conditions set forth by the 
commission. Upon receipt of the letter from Grady, the 
commission voted to issue the Certificate of Compliance 
to allow the project to be closed and affirm that all work 
was completed with substantial compliance. 

Brian Holmes followed Grady, seeking his own 
Certificate of Compliance. Holmes has been working 
on a project on behalf of Lorraine Roy Hawkins, who 
had received a notice to improve wetland areas on her 
property. 

The Order of Conditions was first issued in 2017 
to address impacts from cutting vegetation in a buffer 
zone to a bordering wetlands area. Restoration of the 
buffer zone involved the maintenance of invasive species, 
removal of stumps, and new plantings in the area. 

Farinon explained that significant work has been 
done in the area in order to ensure that the site has been 
properly stabilized and the site achieved greater than 
75 percent vegetation density. "Mr. Holmes prepared a 
restoration plan including supplemental plantings and 
allowed the area to come back on its own," said Farinon, 
who recommended that the commission issue a Certificate 
of Compliance due to the improvements and positive 
state of the current site. The commission voted to approve 
the request for a COC, allowing the restoration of the site 
to come to a close. 

The next Rochester Conservation Commission 
meeting is set to take place on remotely on Tuesday, 
September 29, at 7:00 pm with public access provided via 
Zoom. 
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New Health Nurse Hits Ground Running 

Marion Board of Health

In her first Public Nurse Report to the Board of 
Health at its September 15 Zoom meeting, Lori Desmarais 
said there have been no new COVID-19 cases in Marion. 
There have been 18 overall. 

Of lingering concern is Marion's personal 
protective equipment (PPE) supply, which has been 
challenged ever since the town reported being misled by 
its vendor. Desmarais called last week for PPE updates 
and reported some shipments and expects larger ones to 
be forthcoming. 

Desmarais said she needs to plan a drive- 
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through testing operation for COVID-19. She noted that 
Sippican School has dedicated a room for any suspected 
coronavirus cases. School was scheduled to open 
September 16 on a hybrid format. 

Tabor Academy was in its second round of testing 
as of Tuesday, according to Desmarais. Tabor tested its 
facility and staff on Friday, and on Tuesday a second 
round of tests for students was scheduled. Test samples 
are still going to the Broad Institute, where there is a 24- 
hour turnaround period. 

Board member Dr. John Howard, a practicing 
physician, suggested that Desmarais will be able to 
resume home visits "any time now." He estimates that 
health clinics are now seeing more than half of their 
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patients in the office. "Most doctors' offices are back, 
including the specialists," he said. "Maybe not 100 
percent, but they're getting at least 50 percent in the office 
at this point." 

Board member Dot Brown said, "Home visits 
make more sense (than having patients come to her small 
office) and asked Desmarais, "Are you ready?" 

"I'm still getting set up," said Desmarais, who 
has taken over for the newly retired Kathleen Downey. "I 
obviously wouldn't want to be seeing a bunch of people 
(in my office). Some are homebound and needing a flu 
vaccine. In that case, the home visits might be a little 


easier."

said it makes sense to offer those on an as-needed basis. 
"You have enough PPE, I hope," he said. Desmarais said 
there is more PPE available at the Town House. 

Hoffer said Marion will receive a $1,200 grant 
from the state to cover flu shots. The funds cannot be 
used for the vaccine itself but can be applied to related 
costs including equipment. In order not to miss a deadline 
to respond, Hoffer approved the grant on behalf of the 
board, securing a $1,200 source of income to help run the 
clinics. 

Desmarais and Maureen Murphy attended a 
webinar on PrepMod, the flu-clinic system sponsored by 
the Massachusetts Health Officers Association (MHOA), 
and expect it will improve Desmarais' time management. 
"She's been a huge help with everything," said Desmarais 
of Murphy's assistance. 

As Marion continues to consider solutions for 
emergency sheltering in the event of a hurricane, the town 
is switching its staffing from a Medical Reserve Corps 
(MRC) group to a Community Emergency Response Team 
(CERT). Hoffer said the staffing is determined by the Chief 
of Police (John B. Garcia). 

Health Agent Dave Flaherty has attended weekly 
COVID-19 meetings and emergency management 
meetings. He said Marion Police and Fire departments 
will lead the way in training for CERT volunteers. 

In his Health Agent's Report, Flaherty said that, 
while general spraying was completed by Plymouth 
County on August 10, homeowners can still call 781-585- 
5450 and get their yards sprayed. 

Statewide, there have been four human positive 
tests for the Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) virus 
and 57 EEE-infected mosquitos found. Marion remains 
a low-risk town for EEE and West Nile virus threats, but 
neighboring Rochester and Wareham are considered high 
risk and Carver and Middleboro are among the critical 
EEE towns. 

Flaherty reported having completed five routine 
inspections and encountered one mass complaint. He said 
he is working with Marion Indoor Tennis; the club wishes 
to open its doors in mid-October. 

He said there is an information sheet available on 
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rabies, and an oral vaccine available in the third week of 
September. 

Flaherty told the board he is working on three 
sites for Chapter 2 violations. 

At 33 Pitcher Street, Flaherty has sent letters via 
certified and First Class mail without response, whereas 
remediation was scheduled to start at 26 Pitcher Street on 
September 16. 

A perennial problem at a residence on Front 
Street led to Building Commissioner / Zoning Officer 
Scott Shippey and the Marion Police to visit last week. 
There has been activity, but the house is for sale and the 
occupant is not planning to clean it up but selling as is. 
"It's better than what it used to be... but not fit for human 
habitation," said Flaherty. 

Hoffer said there had been an existing order as of 
December that the house would be demolished without 
good-faith efforts to remediate. "If nothing happens in a 
month or so. I'll call the police department and remind 
them of that," he said. 

Howard publicly thanked the press for reporting 
Marion's need to establish a group of volunteers for 
CERT. Hoffer said that CERT is not offering any live 
training, but even without certification, some training and 
skills can be taught. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Tuesday, October 6, at 4:00 pm and will be 
accessible via Zoom. 


Less Is More When It Comes to Variance 
Requests 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

In their public meeting held September 10, the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals quickly concluded 
its business and minutes from their previous meetings 
in order to address a complicating zoning issue on 
New Bedford Road. The appeal in question pertained 
to a request for multiple variances for approval of a lot 
with reduced frontage, reduction in buildable area, and 
reduction in lot shape. 

In a continued public hearing, William and Anita 
Milka came before the ZB A to present their case for the 
variances. Anita Milka explained that her initial process 
for the request involved hiring an engineer to draw up 
plans that would display any changes to the lot and a 
series of discussions with the town's Building Department 
on how to proceed with her application. The plans have 
undergone numerous iterations since the hearing was last 
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continued from August 27. 

William and Anita Milka's ultimate goal is to 
merge a lot containing a horse barn with an adjacent 
lot that contains a small ranch house. William Milka 
explained that the current situation precludes access 
between the barn and the ranch house due to a series of 
wetlands that bisect the two lots. The merger of the two 
particular lots in question would allow access between the 
lots without having to use the road. 

Zoning Board members Richard Cutler and Peter 
Sullivan had the opportunity to visit the site and agreed 
that the current structure of the lots provides a significant 
inconvenience to the Milkas. 

Chairman David Arancio agreed that the layout 
of the lots may be inconvenient, but whether or not there 
is significant justification for the need of the variances 
was still in question. The plan for the Milkas involved 
reverting the shape of the lot back to a previous shape 
that was in use in 1995. Despite the lot in question 
having significant history in the town, there could be 
no grandfathering based on work that was done prior, 
meaning that the site would fall under the town's current 
bylaws. Thus, a simple transition back to a previous plan 
would not be possible. 

Arnold Johnson, Chairman of the Rochester 
Planning Board, also attended the meeting to voice his 
apprehension surrounding the lot. According to Johnson, 
the lot does not meet the required two acres of land 
area, meaning that it would need to seek a waiver for 
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that complication as well. Johnson suggested that land 
be added to the lot in order to minimize the number of 
waivers needed for the plan to go forward. 

Arancio continued to express his concerns that the 
request for the variance seemed to be based more on want 
rather than need. Though he expressed understanding for 
William and Anita's situation, he explained that the ZB A 
cannot grant variances without sufficient justification. 

William Milka admitted that he was not entirely 
familiar with how the Zoning board works through 
its decisions, but argued that the variances should be 
granted based on safety concerns and the financial 
burden for seeking different solutions. According to 
William Milka, the alternate solutions provided would 
require a complete reconstruction of the fence that lines 
his property. Additionally, the lack of variances would 
require continued use of the nearby road for access to the 
barn, posing a potential safety hazard. 

Unable to provide more justification for the 
variances at that time, both William and Anita Milka 
decided that the best course of action would be to 
continue the hearing to allow ample time for them to 
determine which variances were absolutely necessary. The 
ZBA agreed that a continuance would be best and advised 
the Milkas to determine which of the variances they 
should seek based on a want-versus-need scenario. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey explained to the 
Milkas that a smaller number of variances needed almost 
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always improves the possibility of the Zoning board's 
approval. Further, a smaller number of requests for 
variance would allow them to strengthen their arguments 
for the variances that are absolutely vital to the plan. 

With that, William and Anita Milka requested a 
continuance of their hearing with the Rochester Zoning 
Board of Appeals to the next meeting set to take place on 
Thursday, September 24. 


SRPEDD to Help Assess Town's Needs 

Marion Affordable Housing Trust

The Marion Affordable Housing Trust voted to 
support two financial requests during its September 15 
meeting at the Music Hall. 

In the first request, the Trust asked the Community 
Preservation Committee for $45,000 in 2015 and needed 
to do so again in 2020 to fund a feasibility study approved 
at Town Meeting and meant to identify possibilities and 
fund further investigation into affordable housing, assisted 
living, and elderly housing. 

Chairperson Casey L. Cole-Vieira and coordinator 
Terri Santos had met with Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
on the matter. Santos said Marion is consulting with Barrett 
Planning Group LLC in Plymouth. Barrett has worked with 
local builder Ken Steen. 

At the cost of $8,000, the second is a request being 
made to the Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
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Development District (SRPEDD) to assist the town in 
updating its Housing Production Plan. SRPEDD will 
compile and analyze data in order to inform the Housing 
Production Plan of its Housing Needs Assessment. 

The meeting started with a reorganization of the 
committee. Casey L. Cole-Vieira remains chairperson, 
and member Ethan Gerber was voted to become the new 
vice-chairman. Gerber will also represent the Trust on the 
Community Preservation Committee. According to Norm 
Hills, CPC meetings are expected to start after the new 
year. 

The Trust may soon gain a sixth voting member, 
as Minhtram Tran has submitted an application that 
Cole-Vieira supported and will soon go to the vote of 
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the Marion Board of Selectmen. Seven members is the 
maximum allowed to serve on the Trust. Hills is an ex- 
officio member and therefore does not count against that 
number. 

The next meeting of the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust is scheduled for Tuesday, October 13, at the 
Music Hall. 


Anti-Racism Resolution Adopted; 
New Subcommittee Will Address Policy 

ORR School Committee

As students were in the final week of summer 
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vacation, the Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
voted to adopt an Anti-Racism Resolution and create 
an Anti-Racism Subcommittee during its September 9 
Zoom meeting. With Mattapoisett School Committee's 
unanimous votes on Monday night, all the ORR district 
school committees have adopted the resolution and the 
subcommittee. 

"The work is not done in one year... it's a 
commitment," said Superintendent of Schools Mike 
Nelson, who had called ORR's Policy Subcommittee 
together during the summer, an uncommon practice. The 
Anti-Racism Subcommittee would take ORR beyond the 
initial "starting conversations" step as outlined by Nelson. 

ORR School Committee Vice Chairperson Heather 
Burke explained that the Anti-Racism Subcommittee 
would seek the feedback of all of the ORR committees, 
staff, students, and community members as its members 
author policy and examine existing policy against the 
resolution. 

The school committees voted unanimously 
to create the Anti-Racism Subcommittee and adopt 
the following Anti-Racism Resolution read below as 
read to the ORR School Committee by Burke during 
its September 9 meeting: " Whereas, as schools have the 
responsibility to equip students with their civil right of 
obtaining a free and appropriate public education, it is the 
responsibility of each school to ensure we create a welcoming 
community for all students. And, whereas it is the responsibility 
that every district provide to all district staff including school 
committee members annual professional development on 
diversity, anti-racism, equity and inclusion. And, whereas 
every district will commit to recruiting and retaining a diverse 
and culturally responsive teaching workforce. And, whereas 
every district will examine their policies for institutional and 
systemic, racialized practices and implement change with 
sustainable policies that are evidence-based. And, whereas 
every district will incorporate into their curriculum the history 
of racial oppression and works by diverse authors, and works 
from diverse perspectives. And, whereas we as school district 
leaders can no longer remain silent to the issues of racism and 
hate that continue to impact our public and private institutions. 
It is resolved that the Old Rochester Regional School District 
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and all school districts in the commonwealth must guarantee 
that racist policies are eradicated, and diversity, equity and 
inclusion is embedded and practiced for our students, families, 
faculty, and staff. We must ensure our own school culture and 
that of every school district in the commonwealth is actively 
anti-racist ." 

ORR School Committee member Joe Pires asked 
Burke to expand on the phrase "evidence-based." Burke 
referenced the work the Policy Subcommittee did with 
the school district's legal team and said, "the policy has 
to give guidance to the building administrators on how 
to act or how to respond to certain situations, and so 
you have to make sure it is in concert with your other 
policies. And we want to go through and make sure all 
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our policies are aligned with any new policy we would 
put out there so that they don't contradict or (cause) 
confusion." 

Nelson clarified that the resolution, as opposed to 
policy, is "more of a commitment or endorsement to drive 
this work." 

When open comments were invited late in the 
meeting, Pires took the opportunity to discuss his and 
his wife's Cape Verdean ancestry and his gratitude to the 
ORR faculty and administration for its professionalism 
and support. He singled out Nelson's work in leading 
ORR's response to racism in the district's schools. 

"During my election (to the school committee) it 
was tough. I got ridiculed, I got shamed, I got attacked, 
even to the point where some of it was racial," said Pires, 
who grew up in the 1970s and said he had dealt with 
racism from both sides. "The fact I can talk to you about 
this and have this conversation is great. I have a great 
hope and I know where we're going. At the end of the 
day, not only for my three children, I want everyone to 
feel inclusive." 

Pires said teachers have been dealing with 
accusations and said they need the same support as 
students.

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The Mob

GoodFellas (1990). Starring Ray Liotta, Robert De Niro and 
Joe Pesci. Directed by Martin Scorsese. Running time: 145 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. Available on physical and streaming 
home media. 

There is no dust on GoodFellas. Thirty years old on 
September 19, it still sprints along as if Martin Scorsese had 
made it yesterday, at first with the bouncy step of youth, then 
slowing slightly to account for greater gravitas, then going into 
coke-fueled turbodrive before a relatively sedate final sequence, 
and then Joe Pesci — representing the movie as well as the ghost 
haunting all wise guys — fires his gun right at us. I hadn't seen 
the movie in its entirety in years — contenting myself with 
watching favorite clips — so I'd forgotten how evenly it flows, 
except when (by design) it doesn't. Over the years I've gone 
back and forth over whether this is Scorsese at his best. Let's 
say it was his doctoral thesis at that point; it was a 47-year-old 
master taking everything he'd learned and watched and putting 
it into his most personal film to date. 

Towards the home stretch, we're told — in narration 
by our guide, Henry Hill (Ray Liotta) — that gangsters referred 
to each other as good fellas. Not only does that phrase never 
appear in the movie until Henry mentions it, it doesn't appear 
in Nicholas Pileggi's source book Wise Guy , either. But for 
various reasons, Scorsese couldn't use the book's title, so 
GoodFellas it was. We all hardly notice it now, but that's a weird 
title, especially stylized with the big F. Anyway, the title is one 
indication among many that GoodFellas was actually fairly 
radical. All its idiosyncrasies are part of the canon now, part of 
film language. But Scorsese wasn't just pinching from classical 
cinema; he was importing bits from French new wave and 
avant-garde. It's the only way he could fit so very much stuff in 
one movie, even a movie just south of two and a half hours. 

Henry, half Irish and half Italian, always stands slightly 
apart from the Sicilian crime family he falls in with. He is with 
them but not of them, and the same is true of skilled Irish thief 
Jimmy Conway (Robert De Niro), who like Henry works for 
neighborhood goombah Paulie Cicero (Paul Sorvino). Squint at 
GoodFellas and you might see it with fresh eyes as the story of 
an Italian boss who never should have trusted Irishmen (like 
Hoffa?). Jimmy is shrewd, but he inadvertently helps dig the 
hole to hell in some ways — he fails to keep a lid on the Cicero 
family's most mercurial button man, Tommy DeVito (Joe Pesci), 
a butcher with the mouth of an insult comedian. Never happier 
than when he can bounce his contempt off of a dense colleague 
or underling (alas, poor Spider), Tommy has a quick, almost 




imperceptible tipping 
point to homicidal pique. 

If you weren't there in 
1990, even after Pesci 
was in movies for about a 
decade, it's hard to imagine 
what a concussive blast 
Pesci's performance was 
— hilarious or terrifying, 
and then switching places 
on subsequent viewings. 
Pesci's Tommy is the mob's corroded soul, though occasionally 
a lonely note of morality does pipe up; "You're trying to make 
me think what I did here," complains Tommy, oddly, after he has 
shot the gofer Spider in the foot. 

That line — possibly ad-libbed, as so much else in 
the film was — haunts me. If you kill for a living, you don't 
want to think what you did here. GoodFellas exists to prove that 
thesis, though it starts all fun and games, with Tony Bennett 
blaring as young Henry stares out at the mob guys hanging out 
at the cab stand. To us they look like meatheads, but to Henry 
they're a ruling class, heedless of laws or government or even 
school. The first hour or so is a tale of dark enchantment, dark 
as wine or blood. Henry and his new bride Karen (Lorraine 
Bracco, imposing loud and welcome womanhood onto a movie 
otherwise populated either with mothers or "hoo-ers") are swept 
into it. It's terrific fun. For a certain type of toxic masculinity, it's 
the party that never ends. When Henry and Karen are ushered 
into the Copacabana in that famous tracking shot, if we look 
closely we can see the fishing line pulling them to their table, the 
lure baited with a thick wad of hundreds. 

After that first hour, GoodFellas pumps the brakes a 
little; a violent event and its tragic consequences dim the mood 
considerably (I will leave them unspoiled for the newcomer). 
Michael Ballhaus' camera still swings and swoops with 
nimble gaiety, and Thelma Schoonmaker's editing still stitches 
everything together gorgeously, but the movie has slowed its 
excitable forward momentum. (Even before that, the aftermath 
of the Lufthansa heist and its “Layla"-scored viewing of corpses 
have shown us, with bleak tragicomedy, where crooks can 
expect to end up—hanging up in a meat truck, say.) Then Henry 
gets into cocaine, dealing and snorting, and takes on a second 
girlfriend on the side, and Scorsese makes a mini-movie about 
having a coke-induced heart attack — at least it feels that way 
to us. It's a ferocious stretch of filmmaking, and when Scorsese 
finally stops it, it comes as an abrupt relief, like a rapid cessation 
of pain. So we return to my earlier question: Is this peak 
Scorsese? I'd like to think he's made other films just as good, in 
very different ways, in the three decades since. Just in the past 
few years, Wolf of Wall Street was amazing, Silence was powerful, 
The Irishman an elegant shroud over the mob life. But GoodFellas 
feels to me like the movie Scorsese was put here to make. And he 
made it accordingly.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

The idea for this article came from two pictures 
that I found in my mother's attic. They were black 
and white photos of her grandmother's and my great 
grandmother's (Grandma Hartley) house. One was 
labeled July 1944 and showed the house with a stand of 
trees in front of it. The second was labeled September 
1944 and while the house looked the same, the trees were 
knocked down. When I had first glanced at the pictures, I 
just assumed 1938, but when I realized they were from a 
storm in 1944,1 went to the museum to see what I could 
find. 

The Great Atlantic Hurricane is often referred 
to as the Forgotten Hurricane of 1944. The storm was 
first spotted northeast of Puerto Rico on September 9 
and steadily intensified as it headed north. It hugged the 
coastline and while it impacted the Outer Banks, the Mid- 
Atlantic states, and the Canadian Maritimes significantly, 
its impact was greatest in New England. However, the 
storm-caused deaths were primarily, sailors caught at sea. 
The hurricane killed 248 aboard a Naval Destroyer off of 
Florida and 48 as it sank two Coast Guard Cutters on its 


way past North Carolina. 

For the first time ever, an aircraft was flown 
intentionally into the eye of storm to measure the 
winds' intensity. Unlike on later such missions, the 
pilots survived but they reported a terrifying ordeal. On 
September 14 of that year, the hurricane made landfall in 
Port Judith, Rhode Island, and then on to Massachusetts 
with highest sustained winds of 145 miles per hour. 

The reasons that such a powerful storm has been 
mostly forgotten vary. First, in 1944, the country was in 
the middle of WWII and weather reports weren't given in 
order to prevent German U-Boats and submarines from 
using them 
to their 
advantage.

The second reason was that this storm came just 
6 yrs. after the horrific hurricane of 1938 and while it 
drew comparisons with that storm, it hit the coast from 
a different direction and it weakened more on landfall 
which caused a lower storm surge. Even though the total 
damages were one million dollars in 1944 (equivalent to 
1.2 billion today) this was one-third of the damage done 
in 1938, in part because so much of the 1938 destruction 
had not been rebuilt, so there was less infrastructure to 
destroy. 

By September 16, the storm dissipated as it 
passed through the Canadian Maritimes.

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Friends of The Mattapoisett Bike Path Are 
Fundraising 

The Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path (the 
"Friends") announced today that they have undertaken 
a concentrated effort to raise the last funds needed to 
complete the Marion Connector. 

The Town of Mattapoisett was recently awarded 
a $110,000 state MassTrails grant for construction of a 
section of the bike and pedestrian path between the 
eastern end of Industrial Park Drive and the Marion 
Town line, known as the "Marion Connector." (At the 
border, it will connect with a similar shared use path 
to be constructed in the future by the Town of Marion.) 
While state funding for trail projects has been cut back 
by necessity, this grant gives us a great opportunity to 
continue building our community's shared-use path. 
Since the Town hopes to combine the Connector project 
with its Industrial Drive reconstruction project (already 
funded from federal and Town money), it is looking to 
private sources to make up the remaining difference. 

The budgeted construction cost for the Marion 
Connector is $410,000. The Town is authorized to match 
any non-Town funds dollar for dollar. If the Friends can 
raise $95,000 in commitments from private sources, the 
project will be fully funded and can be put out to bid 
this December with the other planned Industrial Drive 
improvements. Construction of the Marion Connector 
could then begin next year and open by the end of 2021.
